Total liabilities of the 
firms that failed, however, were 
substantially below those of the 
preceding month and only slight­ 
ly greater than those of the cor­ 
responding month last year. 
Failures totaled fourteen dur­ 
ing October, 133 per cent more 
than during the preceding month 
and 56 per cent more than during 
October last year. Average liability 
per failure was $12.000, a decrease
